Rwandan nightclub 
reopens as country 
recovers from war

KIGALI, Rwanda — It’s midnight 
and the dance floor is packed with 
writhing bodies as pop music pounds 
from the generator-powered stereo. 

The people partying like there’s no 
tomorrow are mostly Tutsis engaged 
in a celebration of life in one of the 
few places to congregate after dark in 
the capital. 

Some survived the massacres of up 
to half a million people that began in 
April. Others are refugees who have 
returned from years of exile in 
Burundi. 

“Rwanda is coming back to life,” 
one grinning man said between swigs 
of warm beer. “The bad things are 
over.” 

One of the only beacons of life is 
Kigali Night, the hottest nightclub 
before the war and the only one that 
has reopened since. 

Just a few weeks ago, going out at 
night in Kigali was almost unthink- 
able because of death squads and 
mortar fire. 

Traffic is virtually nonexistent on 
the streets after dark. 

Maybe 10 percent of the 350.000 
prewar population lives here now.

Senators threaten filibuster tactics 
to derail health-care reform debate

WASHINGTON — On the eve of 
historic debate, health reform came 
under the threat of a Senate filibuster 
Monday from conservative critics 
who charged the White House-backed 
measure would raise taxes too high 
and grant government too large a role. 

“Am I willing to use every power | 
have as a member of the U.S. Senate 
to stop a government takeover of 
health care in America?” said Sen. 
Phil Gramm, R-Texas. 

“The answer is yes, and I’m going 
to do it proudly,” he declared in com- 
ments seconded by Sen. Richard 
Shelby, D-Ala. 

The Senate bill, authored by 
Majority Leader George Mitchell, D- 
Maine, came under. attack as 
Republicans and moderate Democrats 
in the House labored to complete a 
bipartisan plan. That measure is 
expected to shun both tax increases 
and hotly disputed requirements for 
businesses to pay a portion of their 
workers’ health insurance. 

Democratic leadership aides con- 
cede the measure could threaten their 
efforts to pass a bill calling for uni- 
versul coverage by 1999, and relying 
on tax increases as well asa require- 
ment for businesses to pay 80 percent 
of the cost of coverage for workers 
and families. 

With several other measures crowd- 
ing the Senate calendar and 
Republicans vowing extensive debate 
about health reform, it may be several 
days before any test votes are taken, 
sources say. 

House leaders had hoped to begin 
work on their bill early next week and 
conclude by Aug. 19. Democratic 
aides said that schedule may slip. And 
despite a fresh declaration from 
Speaker Thomas Foley that the House 
is not dependent on sentiment in the 
Senate, some House Democrats want 
to'see the Senate endorse some form 
of mandatory employer contribution 
before they are called upon to vote. 

Asked about the threat. of a fili- 
buster, Mitchell said, “I hope that 
doesn’t occur. ... A better idea would 
be to come forward with your alterna- 
tive, debate it and vote on it.” 

GOP leader Bob-Dole of Kansas has 
united most Republicans behind a less 
sweeping no-new-taxes reform plan, 


and says there’s no filibuster strategy. 

Gramm didn’t mention the word at 
his news conference, although an aide 
said he wouldn’t hesitate to support 
one if he objected strenuously to the 
measure. 

Sen. Arlen Specter, R-Pa., said on 
the Senate floor he was rethinking his 
earlier reluctance to join any potential 
filibuster. He cited the complexity of 
Mitchell’s legislation and the com- 
pressed timetable now confronting 
lawmakers. 

Shelby said: “Would I mind filibus- 
tering against something like this to 
kill it? Absolutely not. I would do 
what I could.” 

At their news conference, Gramm 


and Shelby said Mitchell’s bill con-- 


tains numerous tax increases. They 
criticized a 35 percent tax on all plans 
more generous than the government’s 
mandated benefits; a 25 percent tax 
on plans whose costs grow too rapid- 
ly; a 1.75 percent tax on all premi- 
ums, with the receipts targeted for 
teaching hospitals and biomedical 
research; and a tax on plans that dis- 
count premiums for healthier individ- 
uals. 

Shelby said health reform “should 
not be another excuse for expanding 
the size and power of the federal gov- 
ernment.” : 

Mitchell swatted aside the com- 
plaints, saying the critics of health 
reform were “the very people who a 
year ago” claimed falsely that 
Clinton’s deficit reduction plan would 
raise everyone’s income taxes. 

The majority leader’s measure falls 
well short of Clinton’s original 
demand for coverage for all 
Americans, but was embraced by the 
White House after Mitchell conclud- 
ed he couldn’t muster the votes for 
the mandatory business financing. 

His measure sets a goal of 95 per- 
cent coverage by 2000. If it’s not met, 
a national commission would be con- 
vened to recommend how to bring 
coverage to the uninsured. If 
Congress rejects those proposals or 
other measure to produce universal 


coverage, a provision would take | 


effect requiring businesses and work- 
ers to split the cost of insurance 50- 
50. Firms with fewer than 25 employ- 
ees would be exempt, as would com- 
panies in states with 95 percent cov- 


. erage.

The 
getting ahead that requires corruption 
is sin, and the consequence of sin is 
damnation.” 

“Our Heavenly Father wants us to 
become like him, (and) he wants our 
experience to change us from a state 
of innocence to becoming spiritually 
mature,” she said. “Study, work, 
keeping the commandments, loving 
and serving one another allow us to 
realize that divine potential.”

‘The music and candy departments 
would tie for third place in popularity, 
Hafen said. 

‘Music department buyer Kumen 
Skinner said what to have available is 
sometimes guesswork. 

““We order what we think will sell 
but sometimes we’re pleasantly sur- 
prised,” Skinner said. “What sells in 
summer doesn’t always sell in 
Education Week.” 

‘Last year, Handel’s “Water Music” 
was mentioned in a music apprecia- 
tion class and was sold out within 
hours. 

‘The candy counter sells a variety of 


candy and chocolate, individually 
measured for the customers. 

The counter owes a great deal of its 
Education Week popularity to its 
fudge. 

“Tt’s a novelty you don’t see every 
day,” Hafen said. “The fudge is made 
right there in front of you.” 

To handle the extreme crowds of 
Education Week, the bookstore’s clos- 
ing hours will be extended to 10 p.m., 
and employees for Fall Semester have 
been hired early. 

Since school is out, the students 
don’t have a 20-hour-per-week work 
limitation and can work much longer 
hours, Hafen said. 

“Any time you get 25,000 to 30,000 
people on campus, it’s going to 
increase the work.” 

“Students have lots of hours, and 
nothing could be better,’ Brummett 
said. “It’s a wonderful way for stu- 
dents to make money when they most 
need it — going into Fall Semester.” 

“Tt’s a busy, busy week,” said Anita 
Lindstrom, a bookstore employee 
who has worked during Education 
Week in past years. 

“Education Week is here to test the 
endurance of the Saints,” said Tracy 
Floyd, a full-time bookstore employ- 
ee, about working during that time. 

“Education Week is hard on every- 
body physically,’ Brummett said. 
“But it is an exciting time to be on 
campus. This is voluntary education. 
People choose to come and they come 
with that kind of enthusiasm.” 

“Any time people want to be some- 
where, it’s easy to serve them,” 
Lindstrom said. 

The bookstore will set up an annex 
in the Ernest L. Wilkinson Center for 
Education Week materials. This helps 
with overcrowding and helps book- 
store employees serve customers bet- 
ter. 

“We try to empower those who 
serve the customer,” said Laurel 
Nunley, trainer of many of this year’s 
new employees. “We give the students 
the responsibility and authority to 
serve our customers.” 

It is the goal of all bookstore 
employees to make shopping as easy 
as possible and to make the bookstore 
a friendly, pleasant place to shop, 
Hafen said. 


Professor pokes fun at law students, 
writes humorous survivor’s guide

‘A BYU law professor believes 
humor can save the day, and has pub- 
lished “ Law School: A Survivor’s 
Guide,” to prove it. 

“Humor is a weapon available to 
everyone,” James D. Gordon III said. 

‘In the “Guide,” Gordon illuminates 
the many stages of a lawyer’s life, 
from considering law school to the 
recreation of a young professional. 
The book is complete with a “glossy 
glossary of Legal Terms.” 

“If we satirize our society — and I 
submit that it deserves it -— lawyers 
should be one of the biggest targets,” 
Gordon writes in the preface of his 
book. Lawyers are “well educated, 
articulate and conipletely able to 
defend themselves. If we can’t make 
fun of lawyers, who can we make fun 
of?” 

Throughout his years of instructing 
potential lawyers, Gordon collected 
stories and witticisms, using them in 
many published articles. 

“Humor in the classroom can help a 
student learn better and deal with dif- 
ficult situations,’ Gordon said of 
teaching in law school. 

«Publishing “A Survivor’s Guide” 
was a natural step, Gordon said. 

‘Gordon pokes fun at his profession 


by defining “unjust enrichment” as 
“see hourly billing rates; “statute of 
limitations” as “rest for the wicked,” 
and “habeas corpus” as “Latin for 
“You have the body.’ An ancient 
Roman pickup line.” 

Sitting in a first-year class, Gordon 
writes, is akin to playing right field in 
a baseball game: “There are long peri- 
ods of boredom, interrupted by 
moments of sheer terror. And only the 
professor knows if there even is a 
ball.” 

Gordon also includes ways to avoid 
getting called on, devices that will 
screw up your professor’s seating 
chart, and many other clever avoid- 
ance tactics and ploys to insure one’s 
survival. 

His publisher, Harper Perennial, 
calls “Law School” “no mere sur- 
vivor’s guide,” and “a rollicking look 
at the exquisite torture that is law 
school, how it educates, trains, chews 
up and then spits out masters of Torts 
and Contracts, better known as 
lawyers.” 

With gentle reminders that “law 
school’s purpose is not to teach you 
the law” but “to teach you to think 
like a lawyer,’ Gordon takes his own 
advice. Thinking as a lawyer, he 
wants it known that in case he is ever 
nominated for a judicial appointment, 
he doesn’t believe a word of the book.

“President Kimball had a deep concern 
and love for the Indian people,” 
EchoHawk said. 

After graduating from BYU in 1970, 
EchoHawk went on to the University of 
Utah to get his law degree. He graduated 
from law school in 1973. 

EchoHawk is a member of the Pawnee 
Tribe. When he was elected Idaho’s 
Attorney General, EchoHawk became 
the first Native American in United 
States history elected to that office. 

In May, EchoHawk won the democrat- 
ic nomination for governor in Idaho’s 


an ehoHawk reflects on life after football 


primary elections. He will face the 
republican nominee, Phil Batt, and an 
independent candidate, Ron Rankin, in 
Idaho’s November elections. If 
EchoHawk is elected Governor, he will 
become the first Native American 
Governor in United States history. 

In 1991, EchoHawk received two pres- 
tigious recognitions from Newsweek and 
USA Weekend. Newsweek listed 
EchoHawk as one of the 20 “people to 
watch” in the West. USA Weekend pic- 
tured him as one of the 20:“most 
promising people in politics.” 

“Tm still at the point where all of these 
honors and recognitions surprise me,” 
EchoHawk said. “I can’t believe where I 
am today.” 

During EchoHawk’s service in the leg- 
islature, Esquire named him “The Best 
of a New Generation,” the Idaho 
Statesman newspaper listed him as a 
“Distinguished Citizen,’ and Statehouse 
reporters labeled EchoHawk as the 
“Best Freshman Legislator.” 

EchoHawk’s political career began in 
1982 when he was elected to the Idaho 
House of Representatives. He was re- 
elected in 1984. In 1986, he became 
Bannock County Prosecutor and served 
in that capacity until his election as 
Attorney General in 1991. 

EchoHawk said the issue that caught 
his attention and got him involved in 
politics was the need for better funding 
in education. 

“One of the advantages that P’ve had is 
a quality education and a healthy posi- 
tive attitude about who I am and a vision 
about what I could become,” EchoHawk 
said. 

EchoHawk met his wife at BYU. Terry 
graduated from BYU in 1969 with an 
associate degree in nursing. They have 
six children. Two of their sons are cur- 
rently attending BYU — Paul is a senior 
and Matt just completed his freshman 
year.

Fires continue to consume thousands of 
acres in seven western states as Smokey the 
Bear celebrates his 50th birthday today. 

United States Army and Marine forces 
have combined with thousands of fire fight- 
ers to combat the blazes that have charred 
more than 385,000 acres in Washington, 
Oregon, California, Idaho, Utah, Montana 
and Nevada, according to a U.S. National 
Forest incident management situation report. 

Dick Kline, information officer for the Salt 
Lake Interagency Fire Center, said nearly 


300 of those fire fighters are battling the 
blazes: west of Utah Lake in the Sheeprock

“Tt’s ironic that Smokey’s official birth date 
is right in the middle of one of the worst fire 
seasons we’ve known,” Kline said. 

Smokey the Bear’s inception came about 
during World War II when timber was a pri- 
mary commodity and Americans feared that 
attack or sabotage could destroy forest 
resources at a time when they were needed 
most, according to a Uinta National Forest 
information bulletin. Nation-wide, however, 
Smokey’s birthday has been commemorated 


intensely. 


Interestingly, Kline said there has been crit- 
icism that Smokey’s fire prevention cam- 
paign has been too effective. Critics say peo- 
ple prevent nature from taking its course, 
which has adverse effects. Excessive fuel 
build-up only makes forest fires burn more 


Kline disagrees with the theory. 

“Tf there hadn’t been anything to replace 
Smokey’s campaign we would be in deep 
doo doo,” Kline said. 

State Forester Ed Storey, of the Division of 
Sovereign Lands and Forestry, said many 
fires in the beginning of summer were

In-state calls can be less expensive

For the one-third of BYU students 
who call Utah home, calling mom and 
dad every week may be an expensive 
option. 

The search for the lowest in-state 
long distance telephone rates is usual- 
ly somewhere between confusing and 
perplexing. 

A current US West advertising cam- 
paign features an elephant reminding 
callers to dial 1-801 for all in-state 
long distance calls. 

But such advertisements have Tel 
America, a competing phone compa- 
ny, up in arms. 

“The ‘Dial 1-801’ campaign running 
in the papers and television is mis- 
leading,” said John Kennedy, director 
of sales and marketing at Tel America. 

“Many people now think they can 
only dial 1-801 for in-state long dis- 
tance. That’s simply not true.” 


Utah consumers subscribing to Tel 
America can dial 1-700 for in-state 
long distance calls, he said. 

Other competing telephone compa- 
nies replace the 1-801 prefix with 
either 1-700 or a five-digit access 
code. 

“If they don’t access another long 
distance company, they will automati- 
cally be billed by US West,” said 
Kelly Gattis, US West service repre- 
sentative. 

Deciding which alternative long dis- 
tance company to use is where the 
confusion sets in.- 

Tel America? MCI? Sprint? Or one 
of myriads of smaller companies? 

The best company for you depends 
on who you call the most and how 
often you call them. 

Sprint residential sales representa- 
tive Lance Boudreaux said individual 
rates with Sprint depend on what plan 
you choose. 

“There are 84 different calling 


plans,” he said. “They are basically 
designed to fit the different calling 
patterns.” 

Sprint finds out an individual’s 
needs and sets up a personal savings 
plan with discounts off the base rates, 
he said. 

Christine West, Tel America public 
relations specialist, said switching to 
Tel America usually leads to 10 to 25 
percent savings over US West’s rates. 

“Rates are based on the type of call- 
ing you do or packages you order,” 
she said. 

Other companies offer various sav- 
ings packages as well, 

The base-rate table provides a start- 
ing point. Discounts depend on such 
details as how often a customer makes 
long distance calls and who is called 
the most. 

The best deals may only be found 
by contacting each company — a 
time-consuming effort that may be 
worth making. 


School kids interact with disabled children at daycamp

A revolutionary day camp, compris- 
ing regular school children with dis- 
abled school children, visited the 
BYU campus Monday. 

The campers visited BYU to see the 
Monte L. Bean Life Science Museum 
for a live reptile demonstration. They 
also ventured through the Wilkinson 
Center to do arts and crafts. 

The day camp was organized by 
Family Support Services of Utah

The rest of the expenses were 
either donated by community groups, 
or covered by the $40 entrance fee for 
each participant. 

The goal of the two-week day camp 
is to create friendships between the 
two normally segregated groups of 
children. 

“We wanted to break down the bar- 
riers between the two groups,” Shutt 
said. 

“Tt is really a shame that there is a 
stereotypical response to people with 
disabilities,” Shutt said.

abled, people will — out of fear — 
ridicule the disabled person, or 
become awkward around them.” 

“These people are normal, they live 
lives, they want to be happy, it is real- 
ly a shame that there is a stereotypical 
response to people with disabilities,”

There are about 20 kids in the pro- 
gram and about 10 volunteers to help 
keep track of them all. 

The youth participating in the pro- 
gram range from eight to 18 years 
old. 

The participants with disabilities 
have been diagnosed with Down syn- 
drome, Cerebral Palsy and Autistic 
Attention Deficit Disorder, Shutt said. 

Activities for the camp include park 
visits, swimming and a visit to Hogle 
Zoo.

Democrats insist 
that Starr abandon 
Whitewater ship

WASHINGTON — House Speaker 
Thomas Foley led a Democratic cho- 
rus Monday suggesting Kenneth Starr 
is too partisan to take over as 
Whitewater independent counsel, cit- 
ing his Republican political activities 
over the past 18 months. 

“It looks like a setup,” said 
Democratic Sen. Howard Met- 
zenbaum of Ohio. 

Particularly galling to Democrats 
are Starr’s activities in Republican 
politics since he left the federal goy- 
ernment with the turnover in adminis- 
trations in January 1993. 

While serving in the Reagan Justice 
Department, then as a federal appeals 
judge and as President Bush’s solici- 
tor general, Starr was barred from 
partisan political activities. He was 
active in Virginia GOP affairs in the 
late 1970s, and has resumed that 
activity since leaving the government. 

In the past 18 months, Starr consid- 
ered but ultimately decided against 
seeking the GOP Senate nomination 
in Virginia. He gave $1,000 to former 
Reagan budget director Jim Miller, 
who lost the nomination to Oliver 
North. 

Federal Election Commission 
records show Starr has contributed an 
additional $4,475 to GOP candidates 
in the past year and $3,500 to his law 
firm’s political action committee. 

Starr’s political activities include 
serving as co-chairman of a Virginia 
congressional campaign alongside Jay 
Stephens, a former Republican prose- 
cutor and Clinton critic whose hiring 
to help with the Whitewater probe 
infuriated the White House. 

Among the congressional candidates 
who have gotten money from Starr is 
Kyle McSlarrow, the GOP nominee 
against Virginia Democratic Rep. Jim 
Moran. Starr is listed as a co-chair- 
man of the McSlarrow campaign, 
along with Stephens and former 
Reagan and Bush administration 
attorneys general Edwin Meese and 
William Barr. 

Starr in May publicly challenged 
Clinton’s first line of defense in a sex- 
ual-harassment suit filed by a former 
Arkansas state worker: that a sitting 
president cannot be sued. Starr con- 
sidered filing a court brief supporting 
the woman’s effort to win a speedy 
trial. 

“We cooperated with Mr. Fiske and 
we intend to cooperate fully with Mr. 
Starr,” said White House press secre- 
tary Dee Dee Myers. Asked if Starr 
should decline the appointment, she 
said, “It’s up to Mr. Starr.” 

Many Clinton aides were forced to 
hire private lawyers to represent them 
before a grand jury convened by 
Robert Fiske, and now face the possi- 
bility of being subpoenaed again 
should Starr decide to retrace Fiske’s 
work. 

The investigation has taken time and 
attention from a White House trying 
to wage tough fights on crime, health 
care and other issues, and for a fleet- 
ing moment as the House and Senate 
Whitewater hearings ended last week 
there was hope among Clinton aides 
that some semblance of normalcy 
might return. 

With Starr supplanting Fiske, the 
administration worries that embar- 
rassing ground already covered will 
be gone over again, from the suicide 
of deputy White House counsel Vince 
Foster to the myriad contacts between 
White House and Treasury officials 
about a Whitewater-related savings 
and loan investigation. Fiske said his 
review of those areas found question- 
able conduct but nothing criminal, 
findings some conservatives protested 
as too lenient. 

“If he thinks he should then he by 
all means should take a fresh look,” 
said Sen. Orrin Hatch, R-Utah. “But I 
don’t think he will.” 

Foley called Starr’s selection by a 
three-judge panel “a bit surprising” 
given Starr’s political activities. Two 
other members of the House leader- 
ship, Reps. Steny Hoyer of Maryland 
and Bill Richardson of New Mexico, 
made similar remarks.
